SPAIN IS TOUCHY. 


PARIS, September 20.— A dispatch 


from San Sebastian to the Temps of 
this city says that in his interview 
yesterday with the Duke of Tetuan, the 
Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
the United States Minister to Spain, 
_ eneral Stewart L. Wopdford, did not 
present any claim for Indemnity, but 
confined the interview to a moderate 
phase In the statement of the great 
injuries commerce and industry bad 
suffered in the United States through 
the prolongation of the Cuban war. 


General Woodford is said to have ad- 


ded that Secretary Sherman had de- 
sired him to declare to the Spanish 
Government that it was evidently im- 
possible for Spain to end the rebellion 
in a reasonable time, and further, that 
if the war was continued Cuba would 
be devastated and of no utility to Spain 
or to the Cubans. In conclusion the 
United States Minister is reported to 
have insisted courteously but firmly 
upon the necessity of terminating the 
war, declaring that if it was not ter- 
minated by the end of October the 
United States would feel justified in 
taking measures to secure the indepen- 
dence of Cuba. 
The Dnke of Tetuan, according to the 


dispatch to the Temps, while protest- 
ing against alleged American "preten- 
sions," said he would reply officially 
to the United States Minister when the 
Spanish court returns to Madrid.

MAY BESUME WORK. 


WAR CLOUD DARKENS. 


Mobilization of British Forces on 


Indian Frontier. 


LONDON, September 18.— The fact 


that no less than ten batteries of horse 
and field artillery have been ordered to 
embark for India during the months of 
September and October is much com- 
mented upon in military circles. Under 
ordinary circumstances, the four bat- 
teries now in India would have been re- 
lieved this month. But these batteries 
have been ordered to remain in India, 
and therefore there will shortly be on 
the frontier fourteen batteries of artil- 
lery, a full complement for an army 
corps. 


As the British force now assembled 


on the frontier is of ample strength to 
wipe out all visible resistance, the 
only conclusion that can be reached in 
relation to the dispatch of re-enforce- 
ments for the artillery are that the 
authorities are possessed of Informa- 
tion of a serious character. The infor- 
mation conveyed by the War 
Office 


Monday last to the London commercial 
agent of the Ameer of Afghanistan 
that no war material or machinery for 
the manufacture thereof would be al- 
lowed to cross the frontier during the 
present crisis, indicates that the Brit- 
ish Government has by no means en- 
tire confidence in the Ameer's fidelity, 
and it is hinted that the Government 
has learned that, while professing 
friendliness to Great Britain, he has 
been secretly preparing for war. 


Well-informed circles are also dis- 


cussing the story of secret correspond- 
ence between Russia and Afghanistan, 
which is said to have fallen into the 
hands of the British officials, and it is 
further intimated that a widespread 
plot has been discovered.

HAZLBTON, Pa., September 19.— 


Absolute quiet prevailed in the entire 
strike district today. Vice-President 
Maguire of the Federation of Labor 
left for Washington today to attend 
the meeting of the executive council, 
which is to consider the situation, 
and George Chance of the United La- 
bor League went to Scranton for a sim- 
ile r meeting of labor men there. 


The only movements among the mili-

American Military Will Guard Yu- 


kon Frontier 


WASHINGTON, September 17.—The 


report from Captain Ray, the army of- 
ficer who was sent to Alaska to investi- 
gate" the condition of affairs there, 
formed the basis of the Cabinet decis- 
ion today to send a small force of sol- 
diers to St. Michael at the earliest mo- 
ment. Captain Ray's advices were dat- 
ed August 27th. He was then at St 
Michael, about to take the steamer up 
the Yukon for Circle City. 


His report showed that without 


doubt great suffering must be expected 
in the Klondike region this winter 
owing to the lack of food supplies 
Further details on that point were 
promised at a later date. He regarded 
it as essential that some kind of force 
acting under lawful authority be placed 
at St. Michael to restrain the lawless 
element. 


Secretary Alger, late this afternoon 


gave the necessary orders for the send- 
ing of troops. There will be only 25 
infantrymen, and they will be sent 
from Fort D. A. Russell, where Cap- 
tain Ray had made a selection of hardy 
soldiers to accompany him when he 
was about to go north before.

Motive Assigned for 


the Deed. 


News was received yesterday morn- 


ing of the murder of Dr. J. K. Smith 
of Koloa, in the doorway of his resi- 
dence, at 10 o'clock Friday night Up 
to the time of the departure of the 
Mikahala from Kauai ports late Satur- 
day afternoon no trace of the murderer 
had been obtained. 


From letters received It appears that 


the deceased and his sister had been

sitting in the parlor of their residence 
on Friday night until 9:30, when the 
sister retired to her room. The doctor 
remained in the parlor for a few min- 
utes longer, then went to his own room 
removed his coat and began writing a 
letter. He had nearly finished it, when 
at a quarter to 10 a knock was heard 
at the front door. The doctor answered 
with a "Who's there?" but there was 
no response until a minute afterward 
when Miss Smith heard some one a 
the door cough and t*ie doctor leave his 
room to see what It was. She heard 
the blind open, a pistol shot and the 
fall of a heavy body. Rushing to the 
door, she found her brother lying prone 
upon the floor with his hands pressed 
against his chest. In a second he was 
dead. 


Directly the shot was fired she hearc 


a horse galloping up the road. There 
may have been two, but her anxiety fo: 
her brother's condition at the timi 
prevented her paying close attention to 
the details of anything else. 
The 


neighbors were immediately called and 
the Sheriff and deputies notified, bu 
owing to the darkness and absence o 
any good trailers it was impossible t 
get on the track of the fugitives. 


The bullet entered the body on th 


left side, passing through the lung an 
heart and lodging midway through th 
right lung. Around the bullet hole 1 
the shirt there were powder marks 
but the cloth was not burned. Accord 
ing to expert testimony in a recen 
murder case in California the murdere 
could not have been more than thre 
feet away, and it is supposed he 
standing close to the house to the lef 
of the door. It is possible he had been 
waiting there for an opportune momen 
in which to do his deadly work, anc 
this came after Miss Smith had retiree 
to her room to sleep. He apparently 
took no chances on detection by th 
lady in the event of his not reaching 
his horse promptly after commlttin 
the deed, for that reason he waited fo 
some minutes after her light had been 
extinguished, and, supposing her to be 
asleep, knocked on the door. That he 
is some one whose voice is familiar to 
the family is evident from the fnct 
that when the doctor railed, in re- 
spon=o to tho knock, the rn.in merely 
rouRbed to let him know he t\ns still 
there. Instead oC Riving anv intelligible 
reply The method of killing is that of 
a white man. It certainly shows none 
of the handiwork of a native 
Tho 


cough at the door even seems too deep 


or a native, even though the act itself 
may have been inspired by a white 
man. 


One of the theories advanced yester- 
ay was that the doctor may have had 
he enmity of some of the As.ia.tics on. 
he plantation and the murder was the 
result. But this is hardly probable. 
When a Chinaman or a Japanese wants 
.o get even for a wrong, real or im- 
aginary, he uses a cane knife or a 
bludgeon. So far as known, the de- 
based had no enemies on the island 
ir anywhere else. He and his sister 
nave used their private funds in the 
maintenance of the Kauai Industrial 
ichool. and in other ways have dona 
much TOP the Hawalians. One rumor 
on the streets was that the murderer 
was a man, whose wife, a leper, had 
been reported by Dr. Smith. 


The Government has a record of all 
he firearms on the island. The bullet 
taken from the body by Drs. Campbell 
and Watt -was from a 38-calibre revol- 
ver, and It is the intention of the Sher- 
iff of Kauai to ascertain, if possible, 
the whereabouts of persons carrying 
38-calbre revolvers on the night of 
the murder. With the complete rec- 
ords In the possession of the Sheriff, 
t is possible the murderer may be dis- 
covered in this way.

of Dr. Smith to Miss Brewer, formerly 
principal of the Punahou Preparatory 
School, was announced, and the doc- 
.or had but finished a residence, which 
,hey were to occupy after the wedding, 
which was to shortly occur.

Stamp Duty One Dollar. 


The Supreme Court has decided that 


the assessment of the etamp duty by 
the Minister of Finance of $2,000, on 
the valuation of $400,000, should be $1 
on the valuation of five shillings. The 
statute provide that the duty upon a 
bill of sale of a ship shall be the same 
as on a conveyance, and that the duty 
upon a bill of conveyance shall be $1 
when the purchase or consideration 
money therein expressed shall not ex- 
ceed |500. The decision holds that the 
duty is assessable, only upon the actu- 
al consideration and then only upon 
such considerations as are mentioned 
in the statute. The only consideration 
mentioned in the statutes as affecting 
the stamp duty upon a bill of sale of 
a ship under the circumstances of the 
present case is "the purchase or consid- 
eration money therein mentioned and 
the stamp duty assessable upon the 
only consideration mentioned in the 
bill of sale in question is one dollar. 
The appeal is sustained and the stamp 
duty adjudged to be one dollar. 


Kona. Roads. 


"The 
Kona road is fast nearing com-

Nikko, September 6, 1897. 


EDITOR P. C. A.:—We found it so 


hot in Yokohama that aa soon as we 
could we got out of the heat into this 
mountain region. The air is cool and 
bracing; the sky was overcast this 
morning, but the mountain-tops stand 
out clear, and the thermometer marks 
62 deg. During the day it has risen to 
71 deg. 
It is a long ride from Yokohama to 


Nikko, 118 miles, in eight hours. There 
are no express trains, and changes are 
frequent from one road to another, 
•with long waits, in order to make con- 
nections. We left Yokohama at 12:45, 
and arrived at Nikko at 9 p. m. We 
had first-class tickets, and these gave 
us half a car with three long sofas, all 
to ourselves, as there were no other 
first-class passengers. At the different 
stations where we stopped, we were al- 
lowed the privilege of crossing the 
tracks. The Japanese passengers were 
compelled to go up and cross over on 
the bridges. Such numbers of them are 
traveling in every direction, it is well 
that they are looked after with such 
•paternal care; but American sovereigns 
prefer to look out for themselves. 


This constant stream of travel on all 


the Japanese thoroughfares is largely 
owing to the shrewd provision of the 
old Shoyums, who compelled the greal 
Daimios to live at Tokyo six months 
of the year. They travelled to and 
from their homes in great state, with 
hordes of retainers. They took pride in 
having the highways in their own 
provinces as smooth and pleasant as 
they could be made. From Utsenomi- 
ya, where the main road is left, there is 
a straight, broad, graded avenue to 
Nikko 27 miles long, lined with huge 
tall cryptomeria trees, a species of ce- 
dar. From the station to the village 
at the head of which is the Kanoya 
Hotel, is another avenue of crypto 
merias. Entering the village in the 
darkness, we found the streets wet with 
recent rain, and the rushing of the 
water in the gutters on either side of 
the road gave assurance of coolness, a 
welcome sound to travelers fleeing 
from the hot glare of Yokohama's nar- 
row streets. 


The railroad runs through the dead 


level of the Tokyo plain, with the 
kitchen-garden farms. The upper end 
of the route passes through a rolling 
country, more like Iowa, with well- 
wooded ridges, and similar "farms" 
bordering the runlets between. We 
could see in the dim distance the pyra- 
midal bulk of Nantaisan, the great 
mountain of the Nikko range, lifting 
itself into prominence on the horizon 
It is 8,000 feet high, and wooded to the 
very summit. That is a peculiarity o 
these Japanese mountains. Otherwise 
the country reminded me more of the 
Scotch Highlands, with its glens, than 
of Alpine scenery, with its 
lofty 


heights and deep-cleft valleys. 


We passed acres of Japanese pears 


grown on flat trelleses. But the fruits 
have not much flavor. Japan lacks 
sunshine, to judge from our experience 
Old residents tell us that the latter 
half of October and the whole of No 
vember are the best months for visiting 
the country, for then there is plenty o 
sunshine. We are disappointed in no 
finding peaches in this village. They 
were abundant at Karuizawa, anl fine 
flavored, four for 3 cents of our cur 
rency. We have salmon trout here, fo 
the Government has stocked the lake 
above us. But the carp I do not relish. 
The Japanese are very fond of fishing. 
On the stone wall, in front of the 
Grand Hotel at Yokohama, on the boats 
in the oreek, men and boys stood as 
close as they could to one another, each 
with his rod and line, some with two. 
Once in a great while some one would 
draw up a small shiner, while a smile 
of supreme satisfaction brightened his 
face. 


We have visited the mortuary tem- 


ples, built in front of the tombs of the 
two greatest Shoguns, lyeyasu and his 
grandson, lyemitsu. From time imme- 
morial there has been a Shinto tem- 
ple in this valley. The Shinto priests 
selected high places in sylvan retreats, 
or mountain peaks, for their places of 
devotion. We had on one railroad train 
a largp band of pilgrims, all dressed in 


aiiiviil was specially beautiful. 
The

"Two Storm Moun- 
tains." Kobo Daisha, A. D. 800, exer- 
cised the storm demons that ubi'd to de- 
vastate the country, but our coming 
stems to have brought an unusual 
prevalence of rain, and we have seen 
very littlf, indeed, of the sun's bright- 
ness in this Nikko region. 


We were favored with a morning 


without rain when we visited the tem- 
ples. A broad avenue of rather steep 
ascent leads up the side of the hill, then 
turns at right angles, and turns again 
as it leads up to the temple gate, with 
double ways. The sides of the hill have 
been cut away, and are either filled 
with Japanese cedars, toll moss-grown, 
or the banks are walled in with mas- 
sive cyclopean masonry, not the nice- 
ly fitted, finely chiselled work of mod- 
ern days and Western architecture. 
The graveled walks are ribbed every 
12 feet with transverse lines of stone, 
so as to prevent the water from wash- 
ing away the road. Stone gutters on 
each side conduct the water into safe 
hannels, as it comes rushing down the 
sides of the roadway, or gushing out 
ike clear mountain springs into the 
stone channel. 


We crossed the Daiya just below the 


Sacred Red Bridge reserved for the 
Uikado, and closed to all others. It 
s said to have been built on the spot 
where the Shinto Saint, Shodo Shonin,

crossed on a bridge, formed by two 
snakes, one green, one blue, which 
some deity threw across the stream, in 
answer to the saint's prayer. General 
Grant was offered the privilege of 
irossing this bridge when he visited 
Vikko, but with characteristic modesty 
declined the honor not given to ordi- 
nary mortals. 


The broad avenues through the for- 


est of stately cedars enhance beyond all 
account the grandeur of the approach 
to the temples. These are built, court 
after court, up the acclevity of the hill, 
each court with its gate house and 
special guardian figures, and granite 
steps, up which the long procession of 
)riests and worshippers marched in Im- 
posing array. The influence of a cere- 
monial spectacular worship is strong, 
even in its decay, for Shinotism and 
Buddhism, with all the superstitious 
'ears they formulate and foster, can- 
not long endure in a country of rail- 
roads and telegraphs and newspapers 
such as Japan is now. Pure as the wa- 
ter seems, gushing from the roadside, 
it has filtered through the green mold 
of ages of decay, and will poison with 
enteric fever those who drink it. So 
these religions of fear and cruelty must 
give place to the ever-living gospel of 
love and truth. 


The impression made upon one on 


visiting these temples of hoary antiq- 
uity, dating back to A. D. 1616, is not 
that of delight in beauty, but of won- 
der at such grotesque magnificence in 
such surroundings. The paneled ceil- 
ings are wrought with patient, pains- 
taking workmanship in soft and har- 
monious colors. But the images that 
guard the gates are In hideous colors 
and distorted forms. The idols, or rep- 
resentatives of Buddha, are huge mpn- 
strosities, and the ideas they are sup- 
posed to represent are so various as the 
different ideas of observers and inter- 
preters. Fudo, the God of Wisdom, is 
so represented that he is commonly 
called the God of Fire. The shrines are 
wondrously similar to those used in 
Roman Catholic worship; the genuflec- 
tions, the incense, the intonations, be- 
long to the same style of religious serv- 
ices. 
The side-shows are of special inter- 


est, such as the five-storied pagoda, 104 
feet high, 18 feet square, with the 12 
signs of the Japanese zodiac, 3 on each 
side; the Sorinto, a bronze column, 42 
feet high, with wind bells in the shape 
of lotus flowers; the drum house; the 
bell houses; the treasure houses, where 
are kept the vestments, 
standards 


masks and other articles used in the 
annual processions. Two store rooms 
are open for exhibition, where are 
shown various belongings of the greal 
lyeyasu, like the camp equippage of 
George Washington In the Patent Office 
galleries. A huge stone basin, hollowed 
out of one single block of granite, 8% 
feet long, 4 feet broad, 3% feet high 
furnishes holy water for purification 
before worship. It was presented by 
the Prince of Hizen, A. D. 1619, and 
brought 18 miles from his quarries to 
its present location. We saw a gang 
of 50 coolies carrying a huge stone 
slung on poles, up the temple road. 


The bell, struck every hour, was 


more In the shape like a candle extin- 
guisher than our bells with their wide 
lips. It was struck by a huge beam o 
wood, hung opposite its side, and gav< 
out a muffled boom as the beam struck 
it

beaten at 8 a. m., when the priest 
enter to say their visions, and again a 
4 p. m., when the temple is closed. The 
priests live in the many residences tha 
surround the temple inclosure. Those 
that we saw seemed perpetually drink- 
ing tea and smoking tobacco, sitting 
around a brazier of charcoal. The old 
priestess, who with fan and rattle, pos- 
tured and bowed for us before the 
ahrine of lyeyasu. seemed old enough 
to be decrepit, but performed her sol- 
emn function with dignified gravity, if 
not with agile grace. Two sen paid 
for candles to be burned before the 
Bndcihist Trinity, as that would Insure 
us against accident or disaster on our

The traveler, in 
this way, cau preserve for future refer- 
ence views of scenes that ho haa vis- 
ited, and to look them over IB almost 
like traveling again over the many in- 
teresting localities that ho has been 
in-ivileged to see. 


This afternoon it rains, and it rains, 


and it rains, as it does most of the 
time in Japan. There is nothing to be 
done but sit at the window and watch 
the stream of travel passing up and 
down the valley. Jinriklshas, umbrel- 
las, rain coats of hempen mats, rack- 
horses, tram-cars carrying freight up 
to the Ashew's copper mines, or bring- 
ing down the ore, while the rushing 
streamlet, tumbling over the stony bot- 
tom under a cloud of blueish gray mist, 
with its roar and rustle, takes away 
the stillness which else would make 
the scene depressing in its desolate- 
ness. At night, electric lamps will glint 
through among the trees on the wood- 
ed hillside opposite, far up the road to 
the temple is a line of telegraph poles, 
utilized for electric lighting, the rush- 
Ing water turning a small dynamo that 
furnishes electric light for street and 
dwelling.

EDITOR P. C. A.:—We had planned 


to leave Nikko on Friday, September 
10th. 
But Thursday morning we were 


itartled about 5 a. m. by the rush of 
wind with such furious strength as to 
slam the open blinds against the sash 
and break the glass. The rain came in 
'urious gusts, and we had good reason 
;o believe we were on the edge of a 
yphoon. And so it proved. One of 
,hese furious storms had struck the 
Bay of Yedo, and had ravaged Tokyo 
and the whole region round about, 
'rees were blown down, houses unroof- 
ed, fences laid flat, and then came a 
flood which submerged 5,000 houses 
and such a wide extent of country as to 
ihange the river into a lake six miles 
wide. The railroad track at one point 
was four feet under water. When we 
had got half way to the station, Friday, 
we were turned back with the message 
hat there was no getting to Tokyo 
.hat day. We found that we could 
make the trip to Lake ChiuzenjI and 
return before the 7 o'clock dinner. 


The storm had subsided as suddenly 


as it rose, and the sun was shining as 
serenly as though it did not look on a 
scene of desolation, wrought in a few 
hours' duration of the storm. No great 
damage had been done at Nikko. The 
rees that had been 'uprooted around 
the hotel had been quickly reset and 
propped up with long bamboo poles. 
The road to the lake was passable, for 
quite a number of tourists had come 
down from the hotel there on their way 
to other places. Each jinrikisha had 
three coolies, one in the shafts, one 
with a rope to pull in tandem style, one 
to push. So we started on the eight 
miles' trip. We found the road for the 
first half of the way comparatively 
smooth, the ascent being very gradual. 
But when we left the road to the Ash- 
io copper mines, we found the road 
wild as any mountain road can well be. 
In many places it was cut out of the 
solid rock, so that the foundation bed 
was sure enough though narrow. No 
one had removed the loose stones that 
had fallen during the storm, nor the 
trees that had blown down across the 
path. But the jinrikisha men picked 
their way among the stones and lifted 
the vehicle over the fallen trees, and 
kept on till they reached a wayside inn, 
a half-way station, where they halted 
for an half hour, drank tea and smoked 
their pipes. 


Then we started again up a wooded 


hillside that projected into the valley 
between the channel of the Daiga-ga- 
wa, and a fearful chasm on the other 
side, a clean cut through a bed of grav- 
el, 6,000 feet deep. The road zigzagged 
through the clay soil among the huge 
oaks. The loops were as sharp in their 
turns as the hairpin loops on the Ko- 
hala 
railroad, 
and 
proportionately 


shorter. One involuntarily held one's 
breath as the coolies turned the sharp 
corners of the zigzag, looking off at 
the foaming rapids in the gorge below. 
Nor did the road look particularly se- 
cure, as it crossed various landslides 
on rude timbers, propping up a wattled 
platform with a foot of earth to make 
it smooth riding. 
Occasionally we 


came to places where the mud, must 
have been two feet deep during the 
storm, but sufficiently dry for the cool- 
ies to pull us through with subdued 
cries and grunts as they tugged along 
together. They had nothing but straw 
soles tied on their feet, and two of 
them lost these in the mud. 


Half way up they rested at a tea 


house that commanded a fine view of 
the gorge below, and showed clearly 
what an ascent we had made. The 
lower half of the valley up which we 
had passed had been pretty well de- 
nuded of its forests by the charcoa: 
burners, whose pits we could see smok- 
ing on the mountain sides away below 
us. We enjoyed the rest and the tea 
as well as -the coolies, sitting on the 
black striped red blankets with which 
the long benches in these Japanese te; 
houses are covered. A quarter of an 
hour sufficed to rest the jinrikisha 
men, 
and it was soon evident that we 


were nearing the crest of the ridge. A 
short ride through the grove on top 
and we were soon at the hotel with th 
lake spread out before us in all its 
stillness and beauty. 


It is a sheet of water three miles 


wide by eight long, at a height of 4,37 
feet above sea level, and a measuret 
depth of 558 feet. On the right Mount 
Nantisan rises in pyramidal form, 
wooded to the summit, a height of 8,150 
feet above the level of the sea. In July 
or August, we were told, 10,000 pilgrims 
come up to make the ascent. It is a 
sacred mountain. At its top is a shrine, 
where murderers may cast the weapon 
with which they committed the crime, 
and be assured of the divine forgive- 
ness In October it is said to be a mass 
of red color, when the maple leaves are 
tinted with the autumn frosts. 


We rested for an hour at the hotel, a 


curious compound of Japanese and 
Ynnkpp architecture, atp our tiffin nnd 
then enjovrd a half hour's boat ilde on 
the lake. Thp lakp is irregular In pbape

CAREER OF THE PORTLAND. 


Notable History of the Steamer 


Just Back From Alaska. 


The permission granted by the Navy 


Department for the docking of the 
Alaskan steamer Portland in the Gov- 
•rnment dock at Seattle brings to the 
minds of Treasury officials a story of 
much interest, says the Washington 
Star. The Portland is now one of the 
most famous vessels In the world, hav- 
ng been one of the first to bring down 
millions of dollars in nuggets from the 
Klondike country and many 
happy 


miners. The news which she first 
brought in had a great deal to do with 
he excitement which has since become 
universal. 
In 1893 the Portland was as well 


*nown as she is today, but then it was 
n another direction. She then become 
lotorious as a smuggler of opium into 
'ortland. Her history is worth read- 
ng.The Portland was built at Bath, Me., 
n 1885, for use during a Haytien re- 
olt She Is of 1,089 tons gross. v The 
laytiens didn't pay for her. She had, 
lowever, been christened the Haytien 
Republic, and went under this name 
or years. She was finally bought by 
a packing company in San Francisco 
or running to and from the com- 
pany's canneries in Alaska. The next 
hing heard of her she was sold to the 
Merchants' Transportation Company 
)f Portland, and it was supposed that 
he was still engaged in legitimate traf- 
fic. In a short time the Government 
officials ascertained that an immense 
amount of opium was being smuggled 
nto Portland. It was not knpwn how 
this was being done, but shrewd spe- 
jial agents were put to work, and they 
began to suspect the Haytien Repub- 
ic. The result of their suspicions 
were wholesale arrests of prominent 
people, over 40 being indicted. Among 
:hese were the owners of the steamer, 
;he Collector of Customs and an ex- 
Treasury agent. The conspiracy was 
found to be wholesale, and the arrests 
created profound sensations on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 
It was ascertained before the trials 


of the offenders had been concluded 
that the operations of the Haytien Re- 
public had lost the Government over 
!300,000 in duties on opium. The Hay- 
tien Republic was fitted up with secret 
compartments 
and the opium was 


smuggled in these. The owners of the 
vessel at the time of the discovery 
owed ?10,000 on her. They had bought 
her for $42,000, and had paid $32,000. 


The vessel was libeled by the Gov- 


ernment and sold at a marshal's sale. 
She was bid In for ?16,000 by her pres- 
ent owners, who have since kept her at 
legitimate work in Alaskan trade. 


The owners knew that the reputa- 


tion of the vessel would be prejudicial 
to her, and they made application to 
the Treasury Department to be allowed 
to change her name. They stated in 
their application, which is on file at 
the Treasury, that the illegal acts of 
the vessel had placed her in such bad 
repute that she would be looked upon 
with suspicion at every port. This sus- 
picion, they said, would cause annoy- 
ance in searches and delay and ex- 
pense. The Treasury fully consented 
to a change of name, and the Haytien 
Republic was christened the Portland. 
She was repaired, refitted and re-en- 
gaged in business in Alaskan waters.

THE DEATH,OK DR. SMITH. 


The brutal murder of L)r. J. K 


Smith at Koloa. Kuuai, on Fridaj 
evening last, has shocked and 
deeply moved the whole commuu 
itv. Without a word of warning 
a man, highly esteemed by every 
one and beloved by those wh( 
knew him, was called to the doo 
of his own home and shot down 
deliberately and for no reason ex- 
cept that he had done his duty as 
a physician. 
Dr. Smith was 


man of rare and beautiful traits 
of character. For years he and 
his sister have devoted their lives 
to educating Hawaiians. For this 
cause, they have given both their 
service and of their private in- 
comes, often at a personal sacri 
fice. 
Until Friday it was not 


known that he had an enemy in 
the world. In public he was the 
exponent 
morality.

and

private, he was 


faithful to the principles which 
he taught. Of singular gentleness 
and sweetness of disposition, he 
stood as a type of the Christian 
gentleman. His death is sincere- 
ly mourned by all. 


A CLEAN GOVERNMENT. 


Since the event of the negotia- 


tion of the treaty of annexation 
iu '93, the Goverment of this Re- 
public has studiously and persist- 
ently avoided the use of methods, 
in advancing the cause of annexa- 
tion, which would have the slight- 
est appearance of being criticised 
as "doubtful," or "corrupt.'' 
Tt 


has refused to follow ways of ad- 
vancing the cause, . which stares- 
men of eminent, character in Am- 
erica, would not hesitate to adopt. 
It has placed itself above suspi- 
cion. 
All friends of the Govern- 


ment cordially agree with it, in its 
purpose to maintain its high inte- 
grity. 
At the same time, it is 


probable that it has "leaned back- 
ward'' too severely at times. 


But this extreme sensitiveness 


of the Government ha? served one. 
purpose. 
It has shown most em- 


phatically that in Washington, 
where much has been said about 
the agents of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment swarming through the 
Capitol 
with 
pockets 
full 
of 


money, there is no "barrel," and 
neither lobbyist nor newspaper cor- 
respondent has been able to find 
one. 


While a "free" invitation to vis- 


it these Islands and inform them- 
selves, given to those who are 
about to pass judgment on our 
affair?, is the most simple, direct, 
and thorough method of present- 
ing our side of the annexation case, 
our opponents would constantly 
annoy those who accepted the in- 
vitation, with charges of being 
"bought up," "bribed with an ex- 
cursion tickets." Tor this reason, 
which goes more to the wisdom, 
than to the moral« of the practice, 
it is impossible for the Govern- 
ment to appear in any way to se- 
cure favorable action, by doubtful 
methods.

action in Congres-, at present, 
against incurring any expense* 
through investigating committees, 
or what are railed "junketing c-om- 
mittee-5,'' the Senate made no pro- 
vision for the personal visitation 
of these "NnruK by a committee 
of its own.

A STRANGE ERROR. 


It is generally believed that the 


)rocess of making laws is very 
solemn, elaborate, and 
attended 


with something like funeral cere- 
moftes. 
"We once, believed that 


Legislators wore specially prepared 
:lothes, never permitted jokes in 
heir presence, read the Bible con- 
tantly in order to keep Satan from 
,einpting them, and created around 
themselves an environment of lofty 
motives. 
"While all this is true in 


he case of many Legislators, it is 
not generally true, as any one may 
mow by reading Moorfield Story's 
>ook on "A Year's Legislation" in 
be United States. From this, one 
vou]d infer that in some States, the 
>eople preferred 
to send their 


'freaks" to the Legislatures in- 
tead of their wise men. In many 
nstances the proceedings of a boy's 
lebating society would not suffer 
n comparison with some of these 
legislative bodies. 


Even in the American Senate, 


singular carelessenss prevails, ow- 
ing to the haste with which laws 
are passed. In the new tariff bill, 
a clause was inserted, while it was 
before the conference committee, 
that put a discriminating duty on 
all foreign goods coming through 
Canada into the States. It was a 
deadly strike at the Canadian- 
Pacific railroad. The subject was 
not debated in either branch of 
Congress, and the clause would not 
iave been admitted if all the mem- 
bers of the conference committee 
bad noticed it. But the law is now 
signed, and the discriminating duty 
must be paid. 
Senator Chandler 


apologizes to his constituents for 
permitting the clause to be slipped 
in, without his knowledge. lie 
feels badly about it, and says, "I 
hope to be forgiven by my consti- 
tuents, but I shall never forgive 
myself." 


In the same conference commit- 


tee, by the omission of three or four 
words, the meaning and intent of 
the law was entirely changed. This 
was done without the knowledge of 
the members of the committee gen- 
irally. But it laid a discriminating 
duty on goods imported in Euro- 
pean vessel?, an act which Congress 
has steadily refused to do hereto- 
fore. So seventy millions of people 
solemnly enact a law which they 
did not really desire. It is said that 
grave consequences are involved. 


The Oregoniau (Portland) re- 


views the statement made iu the 
Gazette, that there are less than 
2,700 registered voters in this Re- 
public. 
It makes a statement, 


however, which without explaua 
tiou, is misleading, when it say& 
that there are 72,000 males in the 
Islands. This is true, but it is an 
important fact, from a politica 
standpoint that out of this num 
ber ,36,371 are Asiatics, and can 
not vote. 
Deducting these, the 


difference between the number of 
registered voters and the number 
of those capable of registration is 
much less than might be inferrec 
from the Oregonian's statement 


The Oregonian makes this com 


ment on the situation: 


As the Honolulu papers are designed 


primarily for the eye of the Hawaiian 
residents, who know many things un- 
inown in this country, and not desired 
on the whole to be known here, the 
effort to ascertain the exact situation 
from them is not always successful. 
The Gazette declines to discuss the 
causes that prevent native registration, 
but thinks it "safe to say the natives 
will not register until the question of 
annexation is settled." From which 
he natural inference is that the native 
Hawaiians still cling to hope of restor- 
ation, of the native monarchy, and will 
not aid the Dole government or its as- 
pirations by adding to the evidence of 
civic activity. As to the neglect of the 
'ortuguese, we are also left in the dark 
and to similar inference. As natives of 
another nation, they are not doing any- 
hing to further the acquisition of the 
slands by the United States. 
It Is just because the local govern- 


ment is unable to cope finally with its

ment will establish a station here. 
Perhaps he does not take any 
stock in stations of this kind. We 
hope he does.

SOME AMERICAN HISTORY. 
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As Senator Morgan is investi-

Supreme Court Sustains Circuit 


Judge's Opinion. 


CHINA TO RECIEVE A REGISTER 


Col. Macfarlane is a Ha- 


waiian Citizen. 


He Is Also Owner of Vessel-Bill of 


Sale Tax Reduced to 


One Dollar, 


The steamship China is a Hawaiian 


vessel in fact, and when she arrives in 
port on Friday her permanent regis- 
ter -will be given her. In the decision 
handed down by the Supreme Court 
yesterday the decision of Judge Perry 
was fully sustained, and the appeal dis- 
missed. The decision permanently set- 
tles the question of registry of vessels 
by nominal ownership as far as the 
present statutes are concerned. The 
citizenship of a Hawaiian-born child of 
a foreigner is also disposed of when 
the decision declares that the child of 
foreign parents comes within the juris- 
diction of the local courts, if born in 


The stamp duty on the title of the 


China is fixed in. a second decision at 
SI, instead of ?2,000. 
The tax is 


in. conformity to the statute on the sub- 
ject. 
The decision of Circuit Judge Perry 


is subjoined to the decision..of the Su- 
preme Court and its statement of the 
pleadings and of the facts found from 
the evidence. In the decision three 
questions raised by the appeal are dis- 
cussed. (1) Is the petitioner for the 
writ a Hawaiian subject and as such 
entitled to have the steamship China 
registered in bis name as a Hawaiian 
vessel? (2) IB he within the statute 
wholly the owner of the steamship 
China? (3) Can. the Court go behind 
the discretion of the Collector-General 
(if any he has) in his statement that 
lie declines to admit the steamship 
China to registry because he is not sat- 
isfied that no legal impediment exists 
to her registry? 
The decision states that on the first 


question the Court has no doubt. Art- 
icle 17 of the Constitution is then quot- 
ed to define Hawaiian citizenship. The 
decision further says that whatever 
may be the view of the British authori- 
ties as to Mr. Macfarlane's status, it 
does not control the Supreme Court of 
Hawaii, and the question must be de- 
cided according to the law, even though 
it involves a dual allegiance. 


In the United States an almost un- 


broken chain of decisions from the 
time of the final adoption of the 
amendment to the Constitution in 1S68, 
to the present time, interprets the lan- 
guage that would establish Mr. Mac- 
farlane's status to be that o£ a Hawai- 
ian subject. 


The decision then quotes frora cases 


in the United States Courts, which hold 
that persons born in the United States, 
who are domiciled there, and conse- 
quently subject to its jurisdiction, are 
citizens of the United States and of 
the State where they reside. It is the 
view of the Court that children born 
in the United States of alien parents 
are subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States and are citizens thereof. 


On the question of the whole owner- 


ship of the China the Court states that 
there is some difficulty. The name of 
Mr. Macfarlane alone appears on the 
bill of sale, and he has by this docu- 
ment the entire legal title to the ves- 
sel. Even though she is In possession 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
if she should be chartered or sold, the 
instruments would have to be executed 
by the owner, Mr. Macfarlane. 
The 


opinion of Chancellor Kent is that a 
bill of sale is the true and proper 
instrument of title to a ship, and one 
which the maritime courts of all na- 
tions will look for, and In their ordi- 
nary practice require. 


In this case the Court holds that 
there are no "part owners." Mr. Mac- 
farlane's bill of sale passed the en- 
tirety, 64 shares, of the vessel to him. 
The Court of Queen's BencIVheld that 
a British corporation may be regis- 
tered as the owner of a British-built 
vessel, notwithstanding some foreign- 
ers may individually have shares In 
the company. 
The decision states that the statutes 


of the United States respecting regis- 
try of vessels differ widely from the 
Hawaiian statutes. The United States 
have not only to protect the commerce 
of its citizens, but its shipbuilding in- 
terests, and so they are exceedingly 
strict. No provision exists in the Ha- 
waiian statute requiring a denial that 
any foreigner is directly or Indirectly 
interested in the ship. "The view that 
a register may be given In the name 
of a Hawaiian holder of the legal title 
without inquiry if the beneficial inter- 
est in the ship is held by foreigners 
has always obtained in this country, 
and has never been disputed until this 
case. Numbers of foreign vessels have 
obtained" Hawaiian registers upon a 
transfer of the legal title to a Hawaiian 
citizen, and we give great weight in a 
doubtful wise to the contemporaneous 
and unvarying construction put upon 
this statute by all persona dealing un- 
der it." 


On the last, question raised by the 


appeal the decision holds that tho plain 
answer to the argument In the return 
to the writ, that the Collector-General 
had not satisfied himself thnt there 
were no legal Impediments to the reg- 
istry, and that the action of the Collect- 


or-General was discretionary and could 
not be compelled by the Court, was 
that the respondent had not in his re- 
turn contented himself with that po- 
sition, but alleged two grounds, non- 
citlzi uship of the petitioner and nou- 
whole-ownershlp of the vessel. Infer- 
ring from these allegations that they 
are the only impedimenta, 'and having 
held against the respondent on the 
points, \he Court considers it unneces- 
sary to go into the law governing the 
action of the courts. 


The decision concludes: "It may be 


said that to order the register in ques- 
tion to issue would defeat the object 
of the statute in restricting the privi- 
lege of registry to vessels wholly 
owned by Hawaiian subjects. What is 
the object of the statute? Not to pro- 
tect the shipbuilding industry. 
We 


have practically none. The object, so 
far as we can ascertain it, is to ad- 
vertise our flag in foreign seas—a sen- 
timental one—and the practical one, of 
securing taxes upon the value of these 
vessels, which is secured by their be- 
ing owned by Hawaiian subjects." 


The fleclslon of the Circuit Court Is 


sustained and the appeal dismissed. 
The decision of the Circuit Court ord- 
ered the writ of mandamus to issue to 
compel the Collector-General to issue 
a register.

Consul General Haywood 


to Visit Hawaii. 


Will Examine Into Coffee Pros- 


pects — May Report to 


Government. 


"Our Government expects its Con- 


suls to report on any matter of interest 
or importance to our people," said Con- 
eul-General Haywood yesterday, in 
speaking of his recent visit to the 
lands of the Makaba Coffee Company. 
"What I saw out on that plantation 
leads me to believe that there is a great 
future in Hawaii in the coffee business. 


"Do not understand me to pose as an 


expert on coffee. I must depend en- 
tirely upon my observation and what 
people tell me. I know, of course, 
whether a plant is affected by blight 
or scale, and I know good coffee when 
I drink it. I may confess, also, to hav-' 
Ing drank poor coffee with my rail- 
way sandwich in traveling about the 
country, before the Pullman cafe car 
became a necessity. Having tried all 
kinds, I have no hesitation in saying 
that Hawaiian coffee is the best I ever 
tasted. At Makaha I saw coffee trees 
grwing on land covered with rocks, 
but the trees looked well. Some of 
them but a year and a half old were 
well ladened with berries. 


"This »isit to Makaha was only pre- 


liminary to more extended visits I 
shall make among the coffee planta- 
tions on Hawaii. C. L. Wight has ask- 
ed me to go with him on a tour of in- 
spection, leaving here October 12th. 
We will visit all the plantations on 
that Island, and if I find matters sat- 
'isfactory I will make a report to my 
Government. I shall not be surprised 
to find plantations where the ground 
is not as clear as a garden. I am pre- 
pared for anything, and it is the trees 
r.nd berries which will have my atten- 
tion, whether they grow on land cov- 
ered with fern trunks or rocks. After 
investigating and being convinced that 
the prospects for Americans are good 
I will obtain all particulars possible 
as to acquiring land. In the United 
States, you know, a man who wants to 
take up land for agricultural purposes, 
simply walks into the land office in the 
district, examines the map and ascer- 
tains in & moment the sections or quar- 
ter-sections vacant, but here the land 
business is rather new and transfers 
cannot be made as promptly. Before 
making my report to Washington I 
must also ascertain as nearly as pos- 
sible the amount of money necessary 
for a man to have to maintain him 
until there is a product sufficient to 
take the place of capital. 
"I understand very well that it is 


not necessary for a man taking up 100 
acres of land to plant it all in cof- 
fee at the very beginning. He may 
plant, say, 10 acres the first year, and 
put a goodly portion of his acreage in 
products which will help sustain him 
and thus reduce the drafts on his cap- 
ital. Some of the coffee men I have 
talked with speak as though they con- 
sider' the industry only in an experi- 
mental stage, but from what I can 
gather, in some parts of the. Islands 
the experiment has been a success. I 
realize the necessity for improved 
methods in treating the coffee after it 
is picked. The coffee needs grading, 
for by that means I think It will bring 
| a better price. So far there has not 
been enough coffee shipped to make 
much of an impression on the Cali- 
fornia market, and much that goes 
there is used for blending with Cen- 
tral American Coffees. If this be true, 
then the most the producer can ex- 
pect for his coffee is the price of the 
cheaper 
Central 
American 
article. 


When the Hawaiian product reaches a 
stage where It can be sold without 
adulteration 
by cheaper 
coffees, 
it 


should command a price equal to pure 
Mocha or Java, but quantity, without 
proper grading of qualities, will not 
regulate this. The coffee must be clean 


I and whole, not chipped berries mixed 
indiscriminately with the larger qual- 
ity and the pea berry. These grades 
should he separated, as the wheat is 


j separated from the chaff, or as one 


I size of peaches in an orchard should 
bo separated from smaller and Inferior 
grades. Those are things, of course, 


j which develop in time. With the ad- 


I vances, which I am told have been 
1 made within the past year, there is no 


i reason why still greater Improvements 


i in the handling will not ho made wlth- 


1 In the next year or two, and if tho fu- 
ture of coffee Is what It has been rep- 


resented to me, I hnvo no doubt It will 
take precedence over sugar within the 
next decade. 


"'Understand that my Investigation 


will be made with the sole purpose of 
ascertaining whether coffee is a good 
thing for Americans to come here and 
embark In. I have no axes to grind, 
no Ush to fry; my visit will be for busi- 
ness, and I shall be occupied all the 
time."

It takes money or a mighty 


good credit to make money and 
the people in Honolulu with a 
plethora of either have been lay- 
ing by little stacks of money i'or 
the proverbial rainy day, during 
the past few weeks. 
And the 


money has been made in stock 
speculations; some people are un- 
charitable enough to call it gam- 
bling, but however that may be 
the money has been made and is 
being made every day. 


The boom appeared with, the 


coming of the Oahu Sugar Com- 
pany. The consumation of that 
gigantic scheme at a time when 
the conditions of the country were 
about to change seemed to give 
an impetus to stock dealing and 
enough transfers of shares have 
been made within the past two 
months to warrant the opening up 
of a stock exchange. Men -who 
never bought stock before have 
been rushing wildly into the faci- 
nating game of chance. The fav- 
orite buy is Oahu, probably be- 
cause it requires less money than 
some of the older stock. When 
$10 a share had been paid in on 
this and about the time the sec- 
ond assessment was made, con- 
siderable of the stock was sold by 
the first holders at a loss of one 
and sometimes two dollars a 
share. But it is a well known 
fact that this stock sold a few 
days later at a premium above 
what had been paid in. Small lots 
of the paid up stock have since 
sold at #110. but on Saturday 3:34 
shares, the last to be put on the 
market, sold at par. Shares in the 
same company on which $23 has 
been paid, sold readily on Satur- 
day at §:!5 with plenty of takers 
as*the market shows an upward 
tendency. 


Ewa stock which is considered 


double gilt edge commands a 
price of $230 a share but there are 
no sales at that price. The last lot 
was an odd one of 36 shares made 
a few weeks ago at $225. Holders 
consider the stock among the most 
valuable on the market and are 
holding it as an investment rather 
than for speculative purposes. 


The last sale of Makaweli was 


at $101. a rise of $11 in six weeks. 
Makaweli has never been consid 
ered a foot ball stock and the 
price has remained almost sta- 
tionary for some time. Nor has 
there been a rushing demand for 
Kahuku.

Rules and Regulations for j 


Government. 


Incurables May Not bo Admitted 


for Treatment— Hawallans 


Admitted Free. 


The following rules relating to the 


government of the Hilo hospital were 
talked over at the meeting of the 
Board of Health on Thursday after- 
noon and adopted: 


1. The government of the hospital 


shall be under a Board of Managers ap- 
pointed by the Board of Health, to 
whom they shall be responsible and by 
whom they may be removed at any 
time. All acts of the Board of Man- 
agers shall be subject ta approval by 
tho Board of Health. 


2. The 
Board of Manager shall 


consist of the attending physician, the 
superintendent 
and 
the 
business 


agent. 


3. The attending physician who 


shall also be the medical superinted- 
ent shall be appointed by the Board of 
Health from among the physicians liv- 
ing in the district. He shall have full 
supervision of the medical depart- 
ment of the hospital; shall decide all 
questions relating to the medical or 
surgical treatment of patients; shall 
examine all patients applying for ad- 
mission to the hospital and shall de- 
cide whether thy are proper hospital 
cases from a medical standpoint. He 
shall 
discharge all patients when 


they are fit to leave the hospital; shall 
order and have charged of all drugs 
and instruments belonging to the hos- 
pital, and shall superintend all such 
other matters concerning the hospital 
as require the supervision of a phy- 
sician. As attending physician and 
medical superintendent he shall be 
directly responsible to the Board of 
Health. 


The attending physician shall consti- 


tute one of the Board of Managers and 
as such shall have a voice in all mat- 
ters appertaining to the management 
of the hospital. 


4. The superintendent shall be ap- 


pointed by the Board of Health and 
shall reside at the hospital. He shall 
have full control of the hospital in all 
matters not pertaining directly to the 
medical treatment of patients or other- 
wise conflicting with the duties of the 
attending' physician and shall have 
charge or the books and accounts of 
the hospital; shall order and have 
charge of all supplies of every kind 
except the medical supplies; shall have 
supervision of the nurses; shall en- 
gage and discharge and otherwise have 
full supervision of all employees of the 
hospital except the matron, nurses or 
such other employees as may be em- 
ployed directly by the Board of Health. 


The superintendent shall constitute 


one of the Board of Managers and as 
such, shall have a voice in all matters 
appertaining to the management of the 
hospital.

RULES v,jNCERNING PATIENTS. 
11. The ward shall be free to indi- 


gent Hawaiians. 


12. Foreign patients occupying beds 


in the wards shall be charged ?1 per 
day each. 


13. All patients occupying private 


rooms shall be charged $2.50 per day 
each. 


14. Special arrangements may be 


made in the case of the employees of 
plantations for whose bills the planta- 
tions are responsible. 


15. Patients coming to the hospital, 


especially for surgical operations, may 
be charged not to exceed ?100 for the 
operation, in the discretion, of the at- 
tending physician, such fee to go to 
the hospital. Provided, however, that 
the Board of Managers may in any 
special case remit such charge. 


16. Patients brought to the hospital 


for medical treatment only, and not 
especially for surgical operation, but 
upon whom it shall become necessary 
to operate, shall not be charged for 
such operations. 


17. Patients suffering from 
acute 


contagious affections or from incurable 
diseases, will not be admitted to the 
wards. 


18. Pay patients on entering the 


hospital must deposit with the super- 
intendent a sum sufficient to pay for 
from two weeks to one month in ad- 
vance, according to the nature of the 
sickness, or present a written guaran- 
tee for the same, signed by some re- 
sponsible person. 
Printed forms for 


the purpose will be furnished by the 
hospital.

Growers. 


A rumor Is current among the Jap- 


anese that in the event of annexation 
their contracts with the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment, and by them assigned to the 
various sugar plantations, will be null 
and void, and they will be at liberty to 
go "whither they listeth." 


In connection with this rumor it is 


also stated that a majority of the la- 
borers who will remain in the coun- 
try will embark in the coffee business 
on Hawaii. The success which has at- 
tended the Japanese who leased land 
from Mr. Kinney in the Olaa District 
has encouraged other Japanese to Join 
in. There are large tracts of land suit- 
able for coffee far back from the road 
in the Olaa District, and it is to this 
place the Japanese will go. The land 
is overgrown with tree ferns, which, 
when decayed, will make an excellent 
fertilizer. 


There may be opposition on the part 


of the people of Hilo to any large num- 
ber of Asiatics settling in the vicinity. 
They realize t«he benefits to Hilo if the 
coffee business is a success, but they 
prefer to have a white population than 
to have the sides of the hills covered 
with Asiatics and the business con- 
ducted by Chinese in Hilo increased. 
Just now Hilo is on the boom, and 
the residents Invite immigration. They 
want the town to be occupied by fam- 
ilies disposed to build attractive homes,

Zumwalt of Kahului, found a 
large quantity of opium, 109 tins, 
on the schooner Albert Myer. The 
contraband article was discovered 
in a secret compartment of the 
captain's stateroom. At the trial 
in Wailuku, on the 23d, the Chi- 
nese cook of the vessel, Yclept 
"Johnson," swore that he was the 
guilty party, and was sentenced 
to six months' imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of f 1,000. 


A week or more ago Enoch. 


Johnson, Esq., of Honolulu, sec- 
retary of the "Aloha Aina Soci- 
ety," was in Wailuku and set in 
circulation petitions against an- 
nexation. 


There was a tug-of-war recent- 


ly in the Wailuku skating rink; 
and seven native longshoremen of 
Kahului pulled against an equal 
number of sturdy Hawaiians of 
Waihee. 
After "three hours of 


steady pulling, from 8 to 11 p. m., 
neither side had won and the con- 
test was declared a draw. The 
rink was arranged with a plat- 


tion, and his son Henry I was succeed- 
ed first by Stephen, son of the Con- 
queror's daughter Adela, married to the 
French Count of Blois, and on his death 
the Crown descended to Henry II, son 
of Mathilda, who was the only daugh- 
ter of King Henry I 
Mathilda had 


married as her first husband Emperor 
Henry V of Germany, to whom, how- 
ever, she bore no children. Her second 
husband was 
Geoffrey Plantagenet, 


Count of Anjou, who became father of 
King Henry II, and thus brought that 
blood into the reigning house of Eng- 
land. From this time on the crown 
descended in a direct line from father 
to son, from father to grandson, or 
from older brother to younger brother, 
always in the direct male line, until the 
deposition and death of King Richard 
II in the year 1400, when Henry IV, 
his cousin, succeeded to the throne. 


Henry IV was the son of John of 


Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster and fourth, 
son of King Edward III, and it was on 
that account Henry IV, Henry V and 
Henry VI were known as the Lancas- 
train Kings of England. 
King Henry 


VTs only son was murdered after be- 
ing taken prisoner at the battle of Tew- 
kesbury, and thereupon the throne de- 
volved upon his kinsman.King Edward 
IV. The latter was a great-grandson 
of Edmund, Duke of York, one of the 
younger sons of King Edward III. On 
Edward's death he was succeeded by 
his young son, Edward V, who, along 
with his younger brother, was mur- 
dered in the Tower of London by his 
father's brother, Richard the Hunch- 
back, who thereupon took possession 
of the throne. King Richard falling 
in battle without leaving any issue was 
succeeded by King Henry VII, who for- 
tified his own claims to the throne by 
wedding the eldest daughter and heir- 
ess of King Edward IV.

of his own to the throne, independently 
of his wife, being descended from John 
of Caunt, the fourth son of King Ed-

Gerniiiii Diplomat Sajs, British Capi- 
talists Are After It. 


NEW 
YORK, September 13.—The 


World's 
Washington correspondent 


wires 
Interest in the Colon dispatch 


regarding the Panama canal has been 
revived 
by 
additional intelligence 


which reached Washington today 


A German diplomat has reeeued 


word from a compatriot now stationed 
in Paris that a British company is ne- 
gotiating for the purchase of the canal. 


The sale, according to this diplomat, 


is the result of numerous conferences 
held in Europe during the past winter, 
when the United States Government 
was urging the completion of the Nic- 
aragua canal. The powers of Europe, 
notably England, France and Germany, 
viewed with alarm the tremendous 
prestige of the United States as the 
supporter of the Nicaraguan project, 
and they agreed to unite against the 
common danger, allowing that nation 
which was most concerned to become 
for a time the proprietor of the Pana- 
ma canal. England, logically, was the 
nation to be selected 


The whole scheme is similar to the 


one by which England gained control 
of the Suez canal, except that in this 
case the powers concede her right, 
which before she was obliged to steal. 
Maurice Trubert, Charge d'Affaires at 
the French Embassy, maintains great 
reticence in discussing the Panama af- 
fair. He emphatically asserts that he 
has received no official notification of 
such a transfer. Nevertheless, it is be- 
lieved by other diplomats that there is 
yet much to be learned regarding the 
Panama canal, and it is known that the 
State Department is quietly investi- 
gating at Colon and in the capitals of 
Europe.

Henry VII's

Gaunt, had had the misfortune to be 
born out of wedlock several years prior 
to the marriage of his father and 
mother. But this little stain upon his 
escutcheon was set right by a patent 
of legitimacy ratified by act of Parlia- 
ment and confirmed by the Pope. King 
Henry's mother, Margaret, was the 
granddaughter of the eldest son thus 
legitimized, and she married Edmund 
Tudor, who thus became the father of 
King Henry VII, and brought what was 
known as the Tudor strain of blood in- 
to the reigning house of England. 


King Henry VII was followed by his 


son, 
King Henry VIII, and the .later in 


turn was succeeded, first of all by his 
son King Edward VI, then by "Bloody" 
Mary, and thereafter by Queen Eliza- 
beth, who died unmarried. The male 
Tudor line having thus become extinct, 
the crown descended to the heirs of 
King Henry VII's daughter Margaret, 
who had married King James IV of 
Scotland, Queen Margaret of Scotland 
became the grandmother of Mary Queen 
of Scots, and was consequently great 
grandmother of the later's son, King 
James VI of Scotland, who, on the 
death of Queen Elizabeth, succeeded to 
the throne of England under the title 
of James I, the crowns of England and 
Scotland being for the first time united. 


King James, who was the first of the 


Stuart line on the throne of England, 
was followed by his son Charles, who 
lost his head on the scaffold, and after 
the death of Oliver Cromwell, who gov- 
erned England, Scotland and Ireland 
as a republic, the son of Charles I be- 
came King, being followed at his death 
by his brother James. James, on being 
deposed, was succeeded first by his 
daughter of Mary, who was married to 
William of Orange, and secondly by 
his daughter Anne, who died without 
leaving any surviving issue. 
King 


James had a son, who, however, at the 
time of the deposition of hie father, was 
debarred from succession to the throne 
in consequence of his profession of the 
Catholic religion, and his two sons in 
turn, who were known as the "Young 
Pretender" and as Cardinal of York, 
were excluded from the succession on 
analogous grounds, both of them dying 
without legitimate issue. 


According to lineage and legitimate 


descent the crown should have devolv- 
ed upon the descendants of Henrietta 
Stuart, Duchess of Orleans, daughter 
of King Charles I. But, owing to their 
being members of the Catholic Church, 
they were excluded from succession to 
the throne by what Is known as the 
Act of Settlement, 
this daughter of 


The descendants of 
the headless King 


Catholics are not employed as teach- 


ers in Youngstown (O.) public schools. 


Charles I are today represented by 
Marie Theresa of Modena, Archduchess 
of Austria, and wife of Louis, Prince 
of Bavaria, heir presumptive to the 
throne of Bavaria. 


Owing to this exclusion, the crown 


of Great Britain fell to a more remote 
offshoot of the Stuart dynasty, namely, 
the Protestant descendants of Eliza- 
bethK sister of King Charles I, who 
married the King of Bohemia. This

Accepted Appointment as 


Secretary to Legation. 


Will Leave for Washington Early In 


November—His Relations With 


Minister Cooper. 


James B. Castle, late Collector-Gen- 


eral of Customs, has sent the Govern- 
ment bis acceptance of the appoint- 
ment as Secretary of the Hawaiian Le- 
gation at Washington. He will leave 
for his post of duty in November. 


Mr. Castle resigned his position as 


Collector-General 
on account 
of

health, not, as an enterprising foreign 
correspondent has put it, because he 
wished to work in a political way 
against Minister Cooper. On the con- 
trary, the relations between them are 
and have been most cordial. When the 
announcement was made of Mr. Cas- 
tle's appointment to the Washington 
post the gossips busied themselves at 
once and reported that it was Minister 
Cooper's desire to have him out of the 
read 
That was another campaign lie. 


Before Mr. Castle left Washington, 


and at a time when a successor to the 
late Frank Hastings was being consid- 
ered, Minister Hatch sent for him and 
asked him to accept the place, knowing 
that he intended resigning from the 
Customs Service. He refrained from 
giving an answer at the time, and final- 
ly dismissed it from his mind, until 
President Dole asked him 10 days ago 
to accept the place. It was offered him 
because of his knowledge of things Ha- 
waiian and because he is a staunch ad- 
vocate of annexation and because bis 
property interests on the Islands will 
give weight to tbe opinions he may ex- 
press to the public men in Washington. 


The men who have been manufactur- 


ing reasons for Mr. Castle's resignation 
from one department and appointment 
to a position in another will have to 
find something besides an alleged dis- 
agreement with Mr. Cooper. Their re- 
lations are most cordial. 


James B. Castle was born here, and 


is the second son of one of the oldest 
missionary families on the Islands. 
His brother, William R. Castle, is an 
attorney, and for a time during 1895 
was Hawaiian Minister at Washington. 
Another brother, Henry N., who died a 
few years ago, was the editor of this 
paper. James B. Castle was at one 
time interested in tbe firm of Castle 
& Cooke, established by his father, but 
withdrew about 12 years ago and went 
into business in the States, but re- 
mained''only a few years. He has al- 
ways taken an interest in politics in 
the Islands, but his first active part 
was in 1893, when the monarchy was 
overthrown. When a vacancy occurred 
in the Custom House he was appointed 
Collector-General, a position which he 
held until the first of the present 
month. He has contributed largely to 
the annexation fund and has made two 
extended visits to Washington in the 
interest of the cause.
